{Rene Genius ever ſince the Reformation, and 
ave in many Places endeavour'd to clip the Pope's 
Authority; which is doubtleſs a main Step to-

France, in Sicily, and in ſome Places out of En- 
rope. But I need not go for Examples beyond 
Great Britain, where though the Pepe is not 
own'd by the Prince, yet being fo by many of 
his Subjects openly, and by others more covertly, 
there has been a Ane Rebellion lately rais'd 
inſt him, and Plots are daily carry'd on to the 
Diſturbance of his Government; which never- 
theleſs he has the matchleſs Lenity to ſuffer Mul- 
titudes of them to diſclaim, effrontedly refuſing 
to ſwear Allegiance to him, though @ Pretender 
to his Crown is publickly harbour d and ſupport- 
ed at Rome. I can tell you with Joy, Sir, that 
Princes begin to be weary of theſe Things, as 
well as many of them diſpos'd to grant à Tolera- 
tion of Religion in their Dominions, from which 
the Pope has ever molt obſtinately reſtrain'dthem 
contrary to their manifeſt and fm ip Intereſt, 
to ſpeak nothing of the Reaſonableneſs or Huma- 
nity of this Liberty. That horrible Court of the 
Inquiſition, never parallel'd by the moſt barbarous 
Nations, or the moſt abominable Religions, be- 
ins likewiſe to be univerſally deteſted; the ren- 
ring of which ineffectual, or the diſſolving of it 
quite, being a Thing that will highly contribute 
to the Deſtruction of the Pope. Upon this Oc- 
caſion, I deſire you all along in this Letter to 
underſtand by the Word Papiſt, one that holds 
the Pope to be the neceſſary Principle or Center 
of Unity, and the Head of the Church Univerſal, 
Jure Divino; without your having regard to thoſe 
Points of Doctrine or Diſcipline: which may ſub- 
fiſt in any National Church, tho' the Pope's Supre« 
Macy were aboliſh'd. With ſuch things, be they 
erroneous or not, I have nothing to do here, 
leaving every Government to order therein as 
they pleaſe.

III. MY third Reaſon therefore for the near 
Abolition of the Papacy, confiſts in the Riches and 
Poſſeſſions of it; this, one would think, might be its 
chief Prop, though it will prove its greateſt Banc, 
I never think of the Pope's vaunting himſelf for 
the Succeſſor of St. Perer, but it puts me in Mind 
at the ſame time of the late facetious Dr. Burgeſs, 
who wanted not for Learning, and had admirable 

natural Parts. Explaining one Day to his Audi- 
tory the ninetecnth Chapter of St. Matthew, and 
per. 27. coming to theſe Words of St. Peter, Rehold, we 
have forſaken all and follow'd thee ; what fhall we 
have therefore ? the Doctor cry'd out with ſome Ve- 
hemence, A great all indeed] an old Boat and two 
or three rotten Nets But, Lord, thou knoweft that 
I have left three bundred Pounds a Near for thy 
Sake ; what then ſhall I have? The Pope is fo far 
rom quitting any thing like Peter or the Doftor, 
that he graſps at every thing like Judas and Simon 
Magus. He's never ſatiated with accumulatin 
Riches and Power, becoming a moſt formidable 
Prince, having a ſplendid Cqures large Territo- 
ries, Fortreſſes, Armies; and all this from be- 
ing an Elemoſinary Prieft, skulking in Catacombs 
2 Cellars. Nor is he ſimply a Prince, but gives 
himſelf out for God's Vicegerent, a God on Earth 
one to whom. all the Emperors, Princes, and 
People of the Roman Church pay Adoration (I uſe 
their own Term) by ſervilely Eng his Foot. As 
for his Riches, they do in a manner exceed all 

Calculation, there being multitudes of caſual Re- 

yenues, beſides {uch as are fixt and more certain 

He has ſtated Dues or Taxes on all Arch-Biſhop- 


ricks, 
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fle. From Money let's come to Men: The Number

vicks, Biſhopricks, Abbies, Monafterics, and all 
other - Ecolefiaftical Dignities or Benefices: So he 


has Collections or Tributes from ſeveral Orders of 


Monks, who ate moreover firmly devoted to his 
Service. Theſe in every Country. whereſoeyer 
diſpers'd, are his Emiſſaries, Spies, and Soldiers; 
regularly quater'd-on his Vaals; and which, in- 
ſtead o _—_ him any thing, bring him in im- 
menſe Sums : Different in this from other Princes, 
who, by maintaining theſe for him, but not for 


themſelves, are his perfect Bubbles and Property. 


Not to inſiſt on the Subſidies paid by the Secular 
Clergy, or the Sums gain'd by the Promotion of 
Cardinals, the very Collections of the Monte 
(which is look'd upon as one of the {ſmalleſt Arti- 
cles in his Treaſury) bring him in near two Mil- 
lions of Crowns- per Annum. The Particulars of 
all theſe things may be had. To be brief, What 

draws every Year upon a ſpiritual Pretence 
out. of other Countrics, together with the Income 
of his temporal Dominions in Italy, modeſtly a- 
mounts to twenty Millions, four hundred and fours 
ſcore Thouſand, fix hundred and forty-five Livres 
Tournois of France; which is inEngi;Mony abovea 
Million and a half.

different from St. Peter, when he had all the Chris 
ftians in the World aſſembl'd in one Garret; and 
that a vacant Apoſtleſbip was not fill'd up by him, 
but by the People. Now, Sir, do but conſider 
with your ſelf what unſpeakable Good might be 
done by theſe exorbitant Sums, in all the Coun- 
tries out of which they are exported (for I have 
not reckon'd' the Church-lands, Donations, or 
any thing conſum'd by the Clergy, in the Places 
where they live) whether in paying of Fleets and 
Armies, in ſetting up Manufactures, circulating 
of Trade, maintaining the Poor, erecting publick 
Buildings, or promoting Arts and Sciences: and 
ou'll wonder with me at the Infatuation of thoſe 
Princes and States, who ſo tamely bear this im- 
pudent Spungeing; to the draining, 5 
and diſpiriting of their People. Tis ſtrange, 
ow'll ſay, that the example of the Reformation 
as had no more effect for a good while paſt: To 
which I anſwer, that it has a great deal more than 
you imagine, though not ſo much as we could 
with. There are thoſe Popiſh Princes, I aſſure 
, who want to have the Biſhopricks of _ 
rgh (for Example) and Munſter ſeculariz'd z 
which would make as ſhining. Jewels in their 
Crowns, as Magdeburgh and Halberſftadt do in 
that of the King of Pruſſta. The ſame Applica- 
tion may be made to the like Morſels elſewhere. 
Whole Nations begin to confeſs, that Great- 
Britain could not poſhbly carry on ſuch a flou- 
riſhing Trade, or maintain fuch puiſſant Armies 
and Fleets, did ſhe ſwarm with as many Ecclefi- 
2 ſhe 1 the Pope, or were 
e annually ſuck'd dry of ſuch vaſt Treaſures as at 
that Time, when ſhe enjoy'd the honourable Title 
of the Pope's Milch-cow. The fame is underſtood 
of Holland. Thoſe other Nations do not only fee 
this, but they long to fell it too; for not ing 
. ut 
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but brave and wiſe Princes are wanting, to make 
their Subjects more happy and themſelves more 
powerful: and let me tell you here by the way, 
what another time I ſhall 3 to you more: 
particularly, that tis principally owing to Prin- 
ces and their Miniſters, and not ſolely to the Cler- 
on whom they lay the Fault, why the Nefor- 
mation has not obtain'd, in the Places where it 
is not yet recciy'd, nor bears any better Fruit, in 
ſome of the Places where it has been embrac'd. 
But that moſt Princes will now act otherwiſe, and 
that thoſe other things I have been mentioning 
will quickly come to paſs, I am now going to 
convince you: Heartily wiſhing you may be more 
fully perſuaded by the Effect it ſelf, which I long 
for as much as you poſſibly can; and that entirely 
out of my Love to Mankind, for I have neither 
View nor Deſire to be otherwiſe a Gainer by it. 


* I A ND * my fourth _ laſt Reaſon for 
he ſpeedy. a xtirpation of the Papacy, is the 
beginning of this great Work already, and what's 
now a doing in the World towards the Accom- 
pliſhment of it. Thoſe heroick Souls, Luther and 
Calvin, gave the fatal Wounds, of which the 
Pope has been languiſhing ever ſince: For though 
ſometimes his Sores ſeem'd to be cur'd, they were 
only skinn'd over, and feſter'd the more. I never 


therefore hear thoſe Reformers mention'd, bur I 


awfully venerate their Memory; admiring their 


Courage beyond that of Alexander and Cæſar, as 
the Effects of it have been infinitely: more benefi- 


cial to Mankind. And though I am far from ſubſcri- 
bog to all their Doctrines, yet their great Services 
to the World ought to counter-ballance their De- 
fects. If this Rule be not obſerv'd, not Peter 
himſelf nor Paul can eſcape unabus'd: For though 
_ Luther had Sallies of much Vivacity, yet he ne-

the whole Church: From

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ces therefore, I grant, will pretend unlimited Be- 
votion to the Pope nor do I doubt bur Philip V 
will ſet up for as good a Catholick as Philip II, 
and for the. ſelf-ſame Ends and Purpoſes. We ſhall 
then hear from eyery Quarter that the Germans 
and the. French are Hereticts; and the Word Ca- 
tholick is to do as great Feats there, as the Word 
Church here. But there's another Philip in the 


World: that will prove a Henry IV, ahd riot a 


Henry III, to him. For my Part, let others judge 
as they pleaſe, I count the Diviſion about the 
Conſtitution Unigenitus incurable. The Diſputes 
formerly with the Pope in France, concern'd on- 
iy Fower, or Profit, or the like, and ſo were ea- 


y compounded: But now they are Doctrines, 


and rines far from indifferent, about which 
they cortend; ſo that let him adhere or recede, 
the Caſe is equal. If he recedes, then the Di- 


ſtinction of thoſe, who hold his /»fallibility in 


matters of Faith though not of Fa#, falls to the 
Ground, and his Authority with it: or, if he ad- 
heres, the Church of France, which is already ap- 


pealing to what's never like to be, 4 General 


Council, will in the interim entirely withdraw 
from his Obedience, though they give him yet as 
good Words, as we did for ſome time before we 
quite broke off from him. And as it was our 
Happineſs to have at that Juncture-a King no 
leſs brave than wite ; ſo tis univerſally own'd, that 
the Prince, who now governs in France, 1s as 
perſpicacious and prudent, as he is generous and 
martial : So that 'tis not to be doubted, bur; in the 
diſcharge of His Truſt to the young King his Ne- 
phew, or (in caſe of his Majeſty's deceaſe) for 


the fake of his own Poſterity, he'll rake the moſt 
effectual Meaſures for the felicity of the King- 


dom; two main Points wheteof muſt cry, 
beg the keeping at home of thoſe Freaſures whit 
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The Deſtiny f ROME. 
are continually exported to Rome, and the. grant - 
wg Liberty of e to all the Inhabitante 
France. Happy for him, that the Cardinal dg 
oailles is as moderate, and yet as ſtrady, as Arch- 
3:iſhop Cranmer. As for the Emperor, I take his 
Differences with the Pope, though of another 
ature, to be full as irreconcileable. But the 
airs of Italy is a Subject too nice, and withal 
too curious, to touch upon only en paſſent,, when 
it deſervedly requires a juſt Diſcourſe. I wholly 
therefore paſs over theſe Arcana of Deſtiny: only 
putting 7ou in Mind that our own Kang, Who 
rules with ſo much Glory. as to become the Ar- 
biter of Soveraigns, and who is his Imperial Ma- 
jeſty's faithful Ally and Relation, has Reaſons 
more than one not to be well pleas d with the 

Pope; one of whoſe Cardinals, by the way, has 
undertaken a Task excellently becoming Don 
Reinate, to ſet our People againſt his Majeſty's 
Miniſters, which muſt prove the ſureſt way to 
recommend and endear them. What a noble 
Scramble; my Friend, will the Catholick Princes 
have of the Pope's Poſſeſſions, and thoſe of his 
truſty Janizaries the Jeſuits Theſe are hated by 
all Mankind, as much as of old were the Templers, 
and as like to ſhare their Fate, the other Orders 
being their bittereſt Enemies. How many noble 
or new Families may be render'd happy and flou- 
riſhing, by the Spoils of this Generation of Vi- 
pers! To ſum up all in brief, the decrepit Age 
of the Papacy, its tyrannical and turbulent Ge- 
nius in all Countries where it prevails; the Intereſt 
of Princes to ſeize the immenſe Riches and Poſ- 
ſeſſions of it; but above all the Diviſions about 
the Conſtitution Unigenitus, the Scene of Affairs 
that's like to open in Italy, with the Pretenſions 
of ſeveral Princes againſt the Power that's like- 
lyeſt to ſet up for the Pope's Champion, and 10 
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1y the Diſtaſte that all Men begin to have for he 
ehe of Prieſts, the moſt intolerable of 

. Tyrants, have Jed me into a ſtrong Perſuaſion, 
that the Papacy cannot ſtand long, or rather that 
it will be deſtroy'd in a very ſhort Time. The 
Center of Unity being a mere Device and Pretence 
for graſping Power, without either Reaſon or 
Scripture to ſupport it; all that Princes have to 
do, whether „ — {ct up National Patriarchs, or 
other Forms of Charch- Government, 1s to make 
them in all things ſtrictly dependent on the State: 
I mean as to Government and Diſcipline, for mat- 
ters of Belief ought to be ever free and uncon- 
{train'd. . The Trojan Horſe was not fuller of 
Ruin, than the Womb of Germany is pregnant 
with enſuing Wars, beſides the Poſhbility of a 
Proteſtant Emperor, or one that is not Þ iſh, 
| which will help and haſten the downfal of St. 
| Peter's pretended Succeſſor. But into more Par- 
ticulars I think it needleſs to enter, and ſhall only 
ſay with a much greater Prophet, Be wiſe now there- Pal. ii.

fore, O ye Kings ; bt inſtructed ye Judges of the Earth, ver. 10. 
HERE, Sir, you {ce from what natural Rea- 
ſons, and political Obſervations, I infer my Per- 


5 ſuaſion of the approaching Ruin of the Papacy. 
But now, as wall ta fra you with Arguments 
4 ſupernatural and divine (which you may find Rea- 
J ſons to believe, whatever others may think of 
ge them) as to entertain you at leaſt with ſomething 


curious, when not remote, or that it is ra- 
ther cftential to the Subject: I ſetid you hereby 
the celebrated Prophe/y of St. Malachy, who, in 
the XIIth Century, was Archbiſhop of Armagh, 
and Metropolitan of all /re/ard; and who, inthis 
Piece, has left us the preciſe Number of all the 
Papes,, that were to be from his own Time till 
the very laſt of them, whom he actually names. 
A Commentaty; with which the Propheſy is ac- 
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company'd, will infallibly pleaſe you, The la- 
teſt mention 1 find in Print of this Malachy, is 
by Mr. Toland in his Nazarenus, who. repreſents 
him (and that very juſtly, for I have carefully 


examin'd the Facts) as the Pope's main Inſtrument 


in reducing the 1riſh Church to a 33 Confor- 
mity and Subjection to that of Rome. He fays 
beſides, that he was the firſt Introducer into Jre- 
land of the Ciftercian Monks, and that he firſt de- 
fnanded the Pall for the Archiepiſcopal See of 
Armagh ; which, for about 200 Years before his 
Predeceſſor Celſus, had been a Lay-fce; and go- 
vern'd by mere Lay-men. To this he adds, chat 
Malachy did eſtabliſh in the North of that King- 
dom the Uſe of marrying People by the Prieft 
only, the Celibacy of the Clergy, private Confeſ- 
Hon, authoritarive Abſolution, Confirmation, 
Tythes, Canonical Hours of Prayer, alternate 


Singing in Choirs, with whatever is comprehen- - 


ded under the Words Apoſtolical Santtions, and 
the Decrees of the holy Fathers; for which 
Services he was the firſt of all Iriſhmen, that was 


Papally Canoniz' d or Sainted. This, you'll ſay, 


is a flender Recommendation of him to moſt 
Proteſtants; though it may procure him the grea- 
ter Authority with the Papiſts. I fay fo too: 
but as I ſhall ſhew you preſently that neither 
theſe, nor the hed 


affect his predicting Faculty, unleſs among ſuch 
as are wholly Strangers to the Prophetick Syſtem ; 


19 J ſhall here proceed to give you this further 


Account of him, which cannot fail to heighten 


his Credit (as I faid) with thoſe of the Church of 
Rome, who are the moſt nearly concern'd in our 
_ preſent Subject of the Hætinction of the Papacy. 


He was born in the Year 1094, of very noble 
Parentage; in the County of 4rmagh, early bred

Errours which Mr. Toland 
or any elſe can charge on him, vill in the leaſt

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up to all kinds of Literature, of an excellent Ge- 
nius; and he ſucceeded wonderfully in his Theo- 


logical Studies, firſt under Imarius, an Anchorite 


at Armagh, and then under Malchus, at Liſmore 
in Munſer. | ES 

SO far we have trac'd him in his Jute 
for he was but thirty Vears old, when conſtrain' 
to accept the Biſhoprick of Conner; where he 
acquitted himſelf ſo well, that he was quickly 
promoted to the 1 NpRcy of Armagh, 
which he afterwards reſign'd to one Gelafius : 
retiring to his former ſmall Biſhoprick of Conner, 
and from thence to the ſmaller one of Down, 
which are ſince united. When he went to Rome 
to ſollicit the Pall, he grew into the higheſt 
Eſteem with Pope Innocent II, who kiſt him, 
made him his Legate, put his own Mitre on his 
Head, his Stole about his Neck, and his Mani- 
ple on his Arm, which Malachy thenceforth ever 
wore as often as he officiated. After theſe Marks of 
the Pontifical Fayour, he manag'd all things with 
an, abſolute Sway in J/reland, from the Prince 
down to the Beggar. ¶ batever Decrees he made 
(ſays Father Walh ) whatever Canons he pubjiſh'd, 
were preſently accepted, ſubmitted unto, and obey'd 


as Oracles, without any Contradiftion at all : Nor 


bad any Perſon, Man or Woman, Prince or Pre- 
late,” or Peaſant or Monarch, the daring Heart ta 
refift him in any thing; becauſe they daily ſaw, be- 
fore their Eyes, the $; ns wrought by him. Theſe 
you may alſo ſee (if J at Sight will content you) 
in his Life and Funeral Sermon, written by St. Ber- 
nard; who yet fays, that he tells but few in com- 

ariſon of what he omits. There arc enough in 
Jonſcience,. to exerciſe a very active Faith. Ca- 
ſting out of Devils, healing the Sick, raiſing the, 
Dead to Life, and ſtriking the Living with ſud- 
den Death, were nothing to him. "Fhus gover- 
Make ae * bed W ning 
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ning about a dozen Years, Innocent II. bei 
dend, and Celeſtin the II ſucceeding, he Wale 
the Interval this Prophe/y in the Monaſtery of 
Bangor near Carictfergus (whereof he had been 
once Abbat) and which he caus'd'to be re- edi- 
fy'd after it had been deſtroy'd by the Danes, 
near 400 Years before. Then hearitg Lucius II 
was dead, and that Eugenius III was in France, 
he took a Journey towards him ; but dy'd at 
Clairval (where he lies bury'd) on All-Souls 
Day, Anno 1148, in the Arms of his Friend and 
Panegyriſt St. Bernard. . 
HONOURABLE Mention is made of 
Malachy by a world of Authors, no leſs tedious 
than needleſs to mention; but who all agree, 
not only that he was a Man of eminent Santi, 
but that he had likewife a prophetick Spirit. 
The Centuriators of Magdeburg differ not in this 
Point from the Annals of Baronius. And with 
Mr. Toland's Leave (whom I once heard decla - 
ring all Propheſies, that were a Hairs-breadth re- 
mov'd out of the Scriptures, to be downright 
Lies, or coin'd after the Fact, or elſe the waking 
Dreams of Enthuſiaſts, and the ambiguous Sen- 
tences of Cozeners) he muſt not imagine, I ſay, 
that *tis by his bare Declarations 9 
be influenc'd in this Caſe; but by the Strength 
of his Reaſons, which I had not an Opportunity 
of * W from him at that time. As for 
you, Sir, I know that you do not fo, perempto · 
rily and indifferently reje& all Matters of this 
kind : Nor indeed can well do it, if you 
follow the common Practice of your Profeſſion. 
Some of the ſtancheſt Adverſaries to the Roman 
Worſhip and Belief, nay who profeſs them to 
be Idolatrous and Antichriſtian, have upon 2 
thouſand occaſions (whereof one of your Reading 
cannot be ignorant) acknowledg'd ſeveral of that 
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Communion to have been True Prophets. They have

Rant frequently paſs the fame Compliment onthe 
Heathen, which is ſtill a greater Paradox; follow- 
herein the Authority of the Primitive ' Fathers 
cited the S$ybils, Zoroafter; OftBants, the 6th 
1 Eelog of Virgil, "ain fach like, with innumerable 
Pagan * ** on the Behalf of Chriſt and Chri- 
ftianity. I need not after this refer you to the 
Writings of your intimate Acquaintance, the 
late learned Mi. Dodwell, who labours to account 
for the Truth of many ol the Heathen Miracles 
well as of their Prophet efies Sothat, as I told 9 oY 
fore, the Doctrines of Malachy can be no Ob Fection 
to his Viſtons with the Proteſfants, and will nene | 
inhance them with the Papiſts. A 9 
has been written on his Propheſy above a hundred 
Years ago, by no meaner a Perſon than A/phonſis 
Ciatronias, titular Patriarch of Alexandria : In

alſo: Neither have many of the later Chriſtian 
Prophets vary'd from this Method, tho ſome of 
them he more, and ſomc leſs involy d. They who 
did, have liv'd to repent it, and to take Shame to 
themſelves; having ſpoken in a Language unſan- 
Ftity'd, and without antient Example fixing their 
Dates: For Allegory, Emblem, and Circumlocu- 
tion, is the true. prophetick Style; and can there- 
fore no more be made an Objection to the Malachy F}. 
of Armagh, than to the Malachy of Jeruſalem. 
No more can it affect him, that many of his De- 
ſignations ſcem at firſt Sight to be ſtrange, uncouth, 
re mote, or obſcure; tho' the Explication of ſuch 
as are paſt proves ſo natural and eaſy, while-thoſe 
to come are uncertain, difficult, or rather inſupe- 
rable till they do happen: At this, I ſay, you will 
not boggle, if you have either read your Bible, or 
any Treatiſe of Oracles...../The Popes are in all, 
from. his firſt to his laſt, one hundred and twelve 
whereof, from the preſent Pope Clement Xl, there 
are only three and twenty to come. But the 
Popes. being commonly old 218 they are elected,
